Services to the Maryland sires Impressive 
and Bold Monarch will be part of the prize 
offered by the Shenandoah race track when the 
$10,000 Sadie Hawkins Stakes is run on Au¬ 
gust 24. 

Also offered will be a service to the Vir¬ 
ginia stallion Limit to Reason. 

The Sadie Hawkins is one of three new 
added money events to be run during Shenan¬ 
doah’s summer meeting. 

Owners of the first three finishers in the 
Sadie Hawkins will pick from among the three 


stallions with the winner getting first choice. 
The Sadie Hawkins is named for A1 Capp’s 
famous man-chasing cartoon character and is 
modeled after the Matchmaker, a $100,000 
event run annually at Atlantic City. 

Impressive, who stands at Windfields Farm 
in Chesapeake City, commands a $5,000 stud 
fee.

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Goldsmith Resigns . . . 


ever a man wanted proof that the racing 
industry is indeed a crazy business, he need 
look no further than the recent resignations 
of Henry Worcester and C. Oliver Goldsmith 
from the Horsemens Benevolent and Protective 
Association’s Board of Directors. 

These were the two men who conceived the 
legislative bill which lengthened Maryland’s 
Thoroughbred racing season by 66 days, added 
1 per cent income to the tracks from multiple 
betting pools and transferred from the State 
to the horsemen one-half of the breakage. 

The bill—which last month became law— 
is clearly the racing industry’s most important 
one since the passage of the Maryland Fund 
program in 1962. 

One would think that Worcester and Gold¬ 
smith would be receiving accolades from the 
horsemen, the tracks and the breeders. 

But actually no such situation has developed. 

Those who are pleased with the new racing 
law have remained remarkably quiet, accepting 
the benefits with an attitude of "well, it’s about 
time . . . 

The minority which opposed the legislation 
are still loud in their complaints that: 1. Marl¬ 
boro should never have been abandoned; 2. 
That the race tracks needed no increase in reve¬ 
nue; 3. That year-round racing is bad for the 
industry, and 4. That the "little” man has been 
overlooked. 

Mr. Worcester, who became president of the 
local division of the HBPA last fall, resigned 
in April after only five months in office. Mr. 
Goldsmith, a director and right-hand man to 
the president, resigned last month. 

Both gave as their reasons an inability to 
work harmoniously with the HBPA’s ten-man 
Board of Directors. Worcester named names. 
Goldsmith used an almost blanket condemna¬ 
tion of the Board. 


Mr. Goldsmith, an attorney, made these com¬ 
ments upon releasing copies of his lengthy 
letter of resignation: 

"The HBPA, and particularly its Board of 
Directors, is behind the times. Henry Wor¬ 
cester offered them enlightened leadership 
which they were continually fighting against. 
The Board is too wrapped up in matters of 
self-interest to ever do anything of benefit for 
the entire industry. 

"When Henry decided that he was going to 
resign, I knew I would have to do the same 
thing. With him there as president, there was 
hope for the future. But without him, the 
whole thing looked hopeless. 

"After all, nobody gets paid for being on 
the Board. And, frankly, I’ve got better things 
to do with my time than attend meetings 
dominated by inflexible loudmouths.” 

Mr. Goldsmith, a 46-year-old native Mary¬ 
lander, owns with his wife, Jean, 216-acre 
Longwood Farm in Howard county. Their horse 
holdings include three stallions, 12 broodmares, 
five foals, seven yearlings and eight horses of 
racing age. The star of their stable up until 
his sale last month was their homebred Leematt 
who has earned nearly $200,000. 

Mr. Worcester, who lives in Annapolis, 
operates 18 dry cleaning establishments and 
one laundry in Southern Maryland. He owns 
a stable of three race horses (trained by his 
son, Buzz) but is not involved in the breeding 
industry. 

Worcester and Goldsmith had never met 
prior to their election to the HBPA’s Board 
last October. But they became such close 
friends that Goldsmith now says: "A reflection 
on Henry is a reflection on me.” 

During his five-month administration, Wor¬ 
cester, as president, sat at the head of the table. 
The man invariably seated on his right hand 
was Goldsmith. 
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Citing lack of cooperation among HBPA 
Board members, both Henry Worcester 
and Oliver Goldsmith, who share credit 
for year-round racing legislation, have 
resigned their positions on that Board. 
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Between them they hammered out the de¬ 
tails of the legislation which was to become 
known as Senate Bill 542. After deciding be¬ 
tween themselves what they wanted in the 
bill, they went to Jim Clark, the senator from 
Howard County. 

Recalls Goldsmith: "Jim was at first leery 
of it. He pointed out that this was election 
year and that racing legislation is difficult to 
pass at any time—much less in an election 
year. But he did say at that first meeting that 
if we could get the senate’s president, Billy 
James of Harford County, to endorse it, then 
he would support it, too. 

"Well, we went next to Senator James and 
told him about the plight of the racing industry. 
After several conferences, he agreed to co¬ 
sponsor the bill with Senator Clark. 

"I can’t emphasize enough the debt owed 
these two men by the racing industry. They are 
knowledgeable about racing and are racing’s 
great friends. Without them we would have 
gotten nothing accomplished." 
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Quite remarkably, S.B. 542 was passed by the 
General Assembly. Supporting Worcester and 
Goldsmith during those trying days in Anna¬ 
polis was William G. Christmas, then the presi¬ 
dent of the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion. 

But Worcester and Goldsmith never had the 
support of their own Board. 

In his letter of resignation, Mr. Goldsmith 
states: ". . . . Sitting at our own Board meet¬ 
ings and hearing the constant harangue and 
the disunity, while discouraging, never deterred 
us from accomplishing our purpose. We had 
the audacity to go to Annapolis and ask the 
State to give up its share of the breakage, some 
$1,400,000 per year which was added to our 
purse structure. 

. . . Much to our (Worcester’s and Gold¬ 
smith’s) dismay, the passage of this significant 
legislation left the HBPA Board in a terrible 
state of disarray. Four members were opposed 
because of half-mile interests and two of them 
went so far as to appear at the hearing before 
the Senate Finance Committee, representing 
themselves as Board members and opposing the 
racing bill. 

"Another of the present Board members 
actively opposed the bill, claiming that we had 
set racing back ten years. He said this because 
we supported the 18 days for a so-called half- 
mile track. Another Board member said we 
did not get enough for the horsemen. He ad¬ 
vocated day and night flat racing at the same 
time and more half-mile racing. 

"Of the entire Board, only one other member 
really supported us. 

. Racing’s overall public relations are 
dreadful. The press in all too many instances 
is too interested in writing about the unpleasant 
rather than the bright and exciting side, to 
the point that it seems that many of the racing 
writers are downright sour on racing. A good 
bit of this can be attributed to their misuse 
by the tracks and the horsemen. 

"The HBPA should take immediate and 
strong steps to improve the image of racing 
as depicted by the press. They must help pro¬ 
vide good copy and fight bad copy. Racing 
is surely more than an exotic means of gam¬ 
bling and should be depicted as such. 

". . . . All too frequently horsemen can see 
only one side of a problem (theirs) and that 
is the side that appears instantly expedient but 
in the long run is often disastrous. 


"The national organization should attempt 
to educate the horsemen through their maga¬ 
zine, The Horsemen's Journal. I would like to 
see the Journal inform the membership of the 
necessity of electing officers and representatives 
who by education, experience and temperament 
can see and evaluate all facets of the problems 
confronting the horsemen. 

"While many of the presently elected officials 
are decent and knowledgeable horsemen, all 
too frequently they are ill-equipped because of 
education, business experience and especially 
temperament to cope with or negotiate the 
more complicated problems. 

"If racing is big business, surely it must be 
operated in a similar fashion and certainly the 
leadership must be more sophisticated. 

"I have delayed making my decision to re¬ 
sign so as to give full thought and reflection 
as well as to see what course would be followed 
by the new administration. I have come to the 
conclusion that under the circumstances, my 
remaining on the Board would serve no useful 
purpose and I am therefore regretfully tender¬ 
ing my resignation as a member of the Board.” 

But in quitting the HBPA’s Board, neither 
Worcester nor Goldsmith feels that he is de¬ 
serting Maryland’s horsemen. Both are irked 
by the organization which they previously rep¬ 
resented. Both feel that a reorganization of that 
Board can be accomplished. And both agree 
that they would serve again on the Board if 
the recommended changes were accomplished. 

"The major thing that needs changing,” says 
Worcester, "is the boundary of our division. 
Traditionally, it has been the Maryland-Dela- 
ware-Charlcs Town Division of the HBPA. 
What we need is a totally 100 per cent Mary¬ 
land division. When the original boundaries 
were decided on, Maryland was not in conflict 
with the other states. But things have changed. 
Now we have representatives of states which 
compete against Maryland casting votes and 
making speeches against Maryland. 

"1 am planning to line Tip a group of about 
20 of Maryland’s most knowledgeable horse- 
people to sec if we can’t bring about a change 
in this situation. What we want and need is 
a separate Maryland division of the HBPA. 

"I feel so strongly about this that 1 am pre¬ 
pared to recommend that Maryland horsemen 
disassociate themselves from the HBPA should 
that national organization not comply with our 
request.” □

Non-Merryman 
Twixt Connection

1 he Thoroughbred Racing Associations’ Se¬ 
lection Committee has made it official—the 
nation’s leading older filly or mare for the first 
half of the 1974 racing season was Twixt. 

In a poll of committee members (racing 
secretaries, Daily Racing Form experts and 
National Turf Writers) the TRA computed 
75 points for the Maryland-bred mare as com¬ 
pared to 22 points for runner-up Desert Vixen. 

Bred by Mr. and Mrs. John B. Merryman 
and owned in partnership by the Merrymans 
and Mrs. John M. Franklin, Twixt won four 
of seven starts during the first six months of 
1974. Earning $108,139 during that period, the 
5-year-old daughter of Restless Native and 
Eveleen went into the second half of the 1974 
season with a lifetime bankroll of $356,147. 

Mr. Merryman, president of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association, is unquestionably 
the key individual responsible for the success 
of this remarkable race mare. After all, it was he 
who purchased Twixt’s dam for $2,000 at the 
1966 Maryland Fall Sales. And it was also Mr. 
Merryman who sired the mare’s trainer, 25-year- 
old Katy Voss. 

In fact almost everyone connected with 
Twixt has Merryman blood somewhere in his 
family. The only exception which comes to 
mind is Nat Johnson, the Merryman’s 51- 
year-old assistant trainer. 


A black man whose own family has worked 
off and on for the Merrymans for generations, 
Nat himself went on the Merryman payroll 
when his present boss, Katy, was 9 years old. 

Says Mrs. Voss of her assistant: "Actually, 
Nat is as much Twixt’s trainer as I am. The 
program should list both of us.” 

Interested in finding out more about this fine 
horseman born and raised in Baltimore county, 
the writer traveled this month to Delaware Park 
where Twixt is stabled in Stall 27 of Barn 17. 

It was the day before Twixt was to fly to Los 
Angeles for her second California invasion 
within a month. She had won the $50,000 
Milady Handicap on June 8 at Hollywood Park, 
carrying 123 pounds. This time she would 
shoulder 126 in the $100,000 Vanity Handicap 
at a mile and an eighth. 

Although the transcontinental shipment of 
horses has become quite commonplace, it is 
still a big deal to the people involved. 

We found Katy preparing for the flight by 
giving last minute instructions to her 21-year- 
old brother, Edwin, who would be in charge of 
her 11 horses remaining at Delaware Park. 
Nat was assembling the hay and feed he would 
take with Twixt on the flight to L.A. 

Katy’s 51-year-old father was pacing the 
shedrow, looking in at the horses while speaking 
an occasional word to one of the grooms. 
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Nat Johnson's 71-year-old father 
“Youngie” (right) hasn’t had one as good 
as Twixt in 57 years with horses.

Opposite, Twixt outnods Tallahto

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Asked who would make the trip with Twixt, 
Mr. Merryman said: "Katy and Nat. Just like 
the last time. They’ll leave here by van about 
11:30 tonight and leave Philadelphia by air 
at 2 A.M. They’re due in California' at 7:30 
tomorrow morning.” 

Katy, a Goucher graduate with a degree in 
mathematics, actually works for her father on 
a salary plus percentage basis. Outside owners 
desiring Katy as a trainer must go through John 
Merryman. 

The young, 115-pound woman (who is also 
Twixt’s regular exercise rider) was in no mood 
for small talk as she went over last minute in¬ 
structions with her brother (who had only the 
previous week recovered from a bad fall which 
hospitalized him for three days). 

Said Nat of the brother-sister conversation 
going on outside the shedrow: 

"Katy is the boss. When’s she’s away, then 
I’m in charge. When we both leave, then it’s 
Edwin who takes over.” 

Continuing with his trip preparations while 
he talked, Nat said: "I’ve known these children 
all their lives. They’re the same as my own 
family.” 



Nat, a member of an old Towson family, 
said that he had known the Merrymans all of 
his own lifetime, too. "Two of my uncles 
worked for Mr. John’s father, Louis Merryman. 
One worked in the house and the other worked 
with horses. 

"My own father is a horseman. He’s training 
one horse (Closed Door) here at Delaware 
Park. Been around the tracks since he was 14 
years old. He’s 71 now. He says the only thing 
that hurts him is that he never had a horse as 
good as Twixt. Everybody calls my father 
’Youngie.’ His full, right name is Andrew Engle 
Latrobe Young. 

"He does a lot of kidding about how he en¬ 
vies me with Twixt, but he’s really right proud 
of his three boys. I got one brother who’s a 
captain in the Army and the other’s got a good 
job with General Motors. 

"1 came to work for Mr. John in 1958, and 
I got to say I’m enjoying it—especially since 
Twixt. I did some flying when I was in the 
Army in Europe, but I never flew with horses 
until we took Twixt to Chicago last summer. 

"Our last trip to California was great. We 
win it by a nose (Tallahto was second in the 
mile and a sixteenth race) and the next day we 
get right back on another airplane and fly back 
to Delaware Park. 

"I don’t know about this race this time, 
though. We’ve got an awful lot of weight 
(126), and I’m not sure a mile and an eighth 
is her best distance. 

"But as far as flying that airplane goes, I 
don’t think the trip bothers her none.” 

Whether Nat was correct in this opinion is 
a moot question. 

Twixt finished next to last in the $100,000 
race with Tallahto winning in near track record 
time. 

Despite the setback in their second California 
invasion, the Merrymans have little to complain 
about. 

At an approximate cost of $2,500 per journey, 
they finished far ahead on their two California 
trips. The winner’s share of the Milady Handi¬ 
cap amounted to $33,900. 

The $100,000 Vanity Handicap was run in 
July—too late to damage Twixt’s mid-semester 
ranking as the nation’s No. 1 older race mare. 
And by year’s end it may still be Twixt who 
gains the coveted TRA championship. It is 
after all no disgrace to get whipped under 126 
pounds at a mile and an eighth, especially after 
a 3,000-mile flight. LH

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]Vtaryland’s horse racing fans will soon have 
their own weekly television program, thanks 
to the Maryland Center for Public Broadcasting. 

Beginning Friday, August 2, and continuing 
each Friday through June of 1975, Channels 
67 and 73 in the Baltimore area and Channel 
28 in the Salisbury area will carry at 10 p.m. 
a 30-minute program on the racing and breed¬ 
ing industries. 

The program is to be called The Starting 
Gate and will be under the supervision of 
Richard Hoffman, the producer. 

Explains Mr. Hoffman: "The purpose will 
be to provide the average Thoroughbred racing 
fan with a greater understanding of the sport. 
Special emphasis will be given to data pertinent 
to the Maryland race meet then in progress. 
There will also be coverage of individual per¬ 
sonalities, such as a trainer, jockey or even a 
particular horse. We will also have a regular 
segment of the program devoted to the basics 
in handicapping.” 


Asked where funding was found for such an 
ambitious undertaking, Mr. Hoffman said: 
’'Initially, The Starting Gate will operate on 
funds provided by legislative appropriation to 
the broadcasting center. For many of our pro¬ 
grams State funds are supplemented with cor¬ 
porate or private donations. We are actively 
pursuing any source of underwriting possible 
either for the series or a portion of the series 
or even on a per-program basis. 

"Any business or organization willing to 
underwrite The Starting Gate program is en¬ 
couraged to contact me at Channel 67 in 
Owings Mills, Md. 21117. 

"The series will, of course, be broadcast as 
scheduled, but local support would ensure the 
continued success of the project.” 

Preliminary work on the program has been in 
progress for more than a year and the format is 
now set. A preview announcement reveals the 
following information: 
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Weekly half-hour program covering all 
facets of racing to be aired in Baltimore 
and Salisbury areas beginning in August. 



Program Personnel: 

Tom Cole, a veteran Baltimore broadcaster, 
handles the host chores. Tom has 15 years’ 
broadcasting experience and 12 years of associa¬ 
tion with sports reporting. He is able to appear 
on The Starting Gate through the cooperation 
of his regular employer—WBAL-TV in Balti¬ 
more. 

Ken Steele relates the mysteries of handi¬ 
capping each week in his "The Winner’s Circle” 
segment. Off screen, Ken earns a living as a 
businessman, writer, and handicapping profes¬ 
sional. The Baltimore Bulletin, a selection card 
found at Maryland tracks, is one of his interests. 

Though not an "on-air” performer, Patricia 
Burns, already a researcher at Maryland tracks, 
compiles the special Starting Gate statistics. 
Pat has a long association with racing and 
makes an important contribution to the pro¬ 
gram. 

In addition to the "regulars,” other talent will 
appear in a reporting capacity under specific 
assignments.

Basic Program Format:

Feature of the Week (10 minutes)—The 
major topic of discussion on the program. This 
may involve interviews, film, or other resource 
information. 

The Winner’s Circle” with Ken Steele—A 
professional handicapper’s advice on how to 
consider various factors when analyzing a race, 
or a given horse. 

The Fan (3 minutes)—An allotment of a 
few minutes to allow fans to comment, com¬ 
plain or question. Generally, the program will 
try to maintain a balanced view on issues raised; 


or Guest Editorial (3 minutes)—An oppor¬ 
tunity for local sports writers or racing figures 
to speak out on any racing topic of their choos¬ 
ing, welcoming alternate opinions.

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Star Ten Stable Blazes On 


O ne of racing’s most unusual syndicates is the one which more 
or less specializes in the produce of the broodmare Classicality. 

For those who don’t know Classicality, it should be explained that 
she is out of the unraced mare *Callisto and was herself unraced. It 
should, perhaps, be added that Classicality’s first three foals all made 
it to the races. None, however, was fortunate enough to win a race. 

The syndicate which sponsors Classicality’s offspring is headed by 
Miss Mignon C. Smith, a Washingtonian. She organized the ten-share 
syndicate, choosing friends from the world of government, journalism 
and other odd-ball vocations. 

Founded in 1969 (when Classicality’s eldest son was a two-year- 
old), the syndicate has leased from Miss Smith’s Mede Cahaba Stable 
every foal subsequently produced by Classicality. 

No matter that the first three foals (all by General Staff) failed 
to win a race. They were fun to talk about at the cocktail parties which 
invariably surrounded the more or less monthly meetings of the syndi¬ 
cate. 

Then, last summer, The Great Event occurred. 

That was the day when Classicality’s fourth foal, Class Blazer, 
won a race. 

After suffering through countless defeats during its four years of 
existence, the syndicate was thrilled beyond words by the nine-length 
Delaware Park win achieved by this son of General Staff. 

Sad to relate, however, was the fact that Class Blazer was claimed 
from the winning race for $5,000. 

Sadder still was the fact that Class Blazer finished first in his next 
four starts for his new owner. (He gained the winner’s share of the 
purse in only three of those races because of a disqualification.) 
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Miss Smith, the syndicate’s Leader and Chairperson, was distraught, 
dismayed and disturbed. She was everything except discouraged. 

She made friends with John Lenzini, the colt’s new trainer. Every 
time the horse ran, she asked his selling price. After Class Blazer’s 
fourth first-place finish for ice hockey goalie Gerald Cheevers, Lenzini 
put a tag of $40,000 to $50,000 on the former selling plater. 

Then misfortune struck the new owners. 

Class Blazer badly injured his withers one morning when he 
flipped over backwards while on his way to the track. The damage 
was so severe that Lenzini gave the horse a seven-month vacation. 

Returned to the races this year in March, Class Blazer failed to 
duplicate his mid-summer form. In seven 1974 starts he failed to 
win while finishing second once and third once. 

As with all horses who fail to win, the value of Class Blazer 
commenced to drop. 

One day last month Miss Smith received the good news: Cheevers 
would sell the horse for only $25,000! 

Hastily summoning a meeting of her syndicate, Chairperson Smith 
proved again that she is a woman of great salesmanship—either that 
or she has tremendously loyal friends. 

Completing the balance of this article are the minutes of the 
syndicate’s meeting. The minutes were prepared by the recording 
secretary, Austin H. Kiplinger, who, in addition to his racing interests, 
publishes a newsletter.

On a Sunday afternoon in June, the regular 
monthly business meeting of the Star Ten 
Stable was called to order by the Chairperson. 

Chpsn.: Will you all please put down your 
glasses, I have something important to tell you. 

Voice: I’m not wearing my glasses. 

Chpsn.: Your drinking glasses, I mean. We 
must be serious now. This is very important. 

Second voice: Do as the Chairperson says. 
Shes right. She just got a telephone call about 
our horse. I mean our ex-horse, our "once and 
future horse.” 

Third voice: You mean Blazer? I thought 
he was gone for good. 

Chpsn.: Well, it looked that way ever since 
he was claimed for $5,000. But now we have 
a chance to buy him back for $25,000. 

First voice: $25,000? After he was claimed 
for $5,000? What kind of bargain is that? 

Chpsn.: But he’s won nearly $19,000 in the 
meantime, so he ought to be just about right 
for us now. 

Voice: Yeah, now that he’s won all that for 
someone else. 

Chpsn.: As you know, the Syndicate won’t 
be buying Blazer itself. Mede Cahaba Stable 
will lay out the money, and the Syndicate will 
only rent him from the stable. 


Second voice: Is he sound? 

Chpsn: Well, he’s been straining a little 
toward the end of his longer races, and the 
vet thinks he may need a wind operation. 

Voice: We rent a $25,000 horse and he may 
need a wind operation? 

Chpsn.: Don’t worry. Dr. Mackay-Smith is 
the inventor of the operation and it only in¬ 
volves the inverted vee at the base of the 
windpipe. And besides, we’ll have enough in 
the kitty after we sell Ears. 

Voice: Who’s Ears? 

Chpsn: That’s Class Staff. 

Third voice: I thought she’d gone away to 
be a ladies’ hunter. 

Chpsn.: Well, not exactly. We thought she 
might make a comeback over brush, so we tried 
her at Fair Hill, but she seemed to lose her 
confidence there, so now she’s being worked 
for show jumping. 

Voice: Great. She loses her confidence over 
brush, so we’re going to throw her at a lot of 
hard timber. 

Chpsn: Well, anyway, if the buyer likes her, 
we’ll get enough for the treasury to be able to 
have the wind operation on Blazer and then 
he can come back in time to run this fall again. 
It just takes three or four months for recupera- 
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tion, and the boarding costs are only half of 
what they would be if he were in training. 
In the meantime, we can decide whether we 
want to take on Wizard. 

Third voice: Who’s Wizard? 

Chpsn.: Class Wizard is the half-sister of 
Class Blazer, and the good thing about her is 
that she’s only a two-year-old and hasn’t any 
problems. 

Voice: No problems? Then she wouldn’t be 
right for this Syndicate. 

Chpsn.: Well, she did have a temporary set¬ 
back. We had to send her home with bucked 
shins. 

Voice: Well, that’s better. She sounds like 
she might be our kind of horse after all. 

Chpsn.: That’s really a good sign, because 
it means she had enough speed to go out and 
buck her shins. 

Voice: Looks like things are normal. Ears 
lost her confidence at Fair Hill. Blazer needs 
a wind operation. And Wizard has gone home 
with bucked shins. Any other possibilities for 
us to consider? 

Chpsn.: Well of course there’s Coping. She’s 
a nice three-year-old bay, but she has a bruised 
heel, and I don’t think you want to worry with 
her. 

Voice: No, let’s stick to injuries we’re more 
familiar with—like short wind and bucked 


shins. I move that we consider the question of 
Blazer now or Wizard later. Or is it Wizard 
now and Blazer later? Anyway, what’s the 
chance that MC Stable will buy back Blazer 
and offer him to the Syndicate for rent? 

Chpsn.: Pretty good, I’d say. I got the happy 
news that he ran horribly today. 

Voice: That’s happy news? 

Chpsn.: Sure, because that means the present 
owners will be more likely to sell him back, 
and then we can get ready to send him in for 
that wind operation. 

Voice: Great. He ran horribly today. He 
needs a wind operation. And that’s good news. 
I’m glad there wasn’t any bad news. 

Chpsn: Well, I know things sound a little 
bad, but seriously I think this Syndicate is just 
coming to fruition. 

Voice: Who’s Fruition? Is that another horse? 

Chpsn: No, that’s Completed. 

Third voice: We’re completed? OK, let’s get 
on with the refreshments. 

Chpsn: No, Completed is a horse. He’s a 
three-year-old grey, and he jumps like a deer. 

Voice: Well, maybe that’s what we ought to 
try. This Syndicate’s never had a deer before. 

Chpsn: No, no, not a deer. The business is 
Completed. 

Second voice: Oh, we’re through? 

Chpsn: No, we’re trying to decide whether 
to run Completed. And one of the good things 
about him is that he’s already had a wind 
operation. 

Third voice: Great. He meets our standard: 
Always buy a sick horse. Was it the left side 
of the trachea or the right? 

Chpsn: I don’t know, but he’s fine now. 

Voice: That’s good. The only trouble is if 
he’s three, he’s too old to nominate for the 
Triple Crown and we’ll have to wait for Wizard 
to get over her bucked shins. But I guess it's 
better to have Blazer now and Wizard later. Or 
is it Wizard now and Blazer later? 

Chpsn: Never mind. Since Blazer ran horribly 
today and we may get him back, how do you 
feel about taking him on for training after he 
has his wind operation and comes back from 
his three-month recuperation? 

Voice: I move we do as the Chairperson says. 
I’m not sure we could stand instant success. 

Chpsn: Good. All in favor vote aye. We’ll 
send the vet bill with the notice of our next 
meeting. CH

What's New 
in Maryland 


Cannonade's Syndication Possible 

Asked to comment on an article in the 
Baltimore Evening Sun which stated that Can¬ 
nonade would be syndicated by E. P. Taylor 
for stud duty in Maryland, Joe B. Hickey 
replied: M Yes, we are interested in the horse. 
We have our oar in. But to say that any deal 
has been made is much too premature.” 

Cannonade, winner of this year’s Kentucky 
Derby, is by Bold Bidder out of Queen Sucree 
by *Ribot. Owned and bred by John M. Olin, 
the 3-year-old colt earned $274,000 at Louis¬ 
ville this year in capturing the 100th running 
of the Derby by two and a quarter lengths over 
Hudson County. 

Mr. Hickey, who is in charge of publicity 
and promotion for Windfields and Woodstock 
Farms, declined to estimate the chances of Can¬ 
nonade’s eventual syndication for Maryland 
stud duty. 

Knightly Manner's Stonewalk 

The former Maryland stallion Knightly Man¬ 
ner was represented by his first winner of a 
$100,000 stakes race last month when his son 
Stonewalk accounted for the mile and an eighth 
Ohio Derby at Thistledown. Stonewalk is one 
of six stakes winners sired by Knightly Manner. 

Purchased while still racing by a syndicate, 
Knightly Manner stood at Mrs. Henry Obre’s 
Merryland Farm near Hydes until sold last 
fall to English interests. He stands now at Sand- 
ley Stud near Dorset in England. 

Heartful Sidelined By Knee Chip 

The brilliant 3-year-old Maryland-bred filly 
Heartful has sustained a chipped bone in her 
knee and will be sidelined for an indefinite 
period. Owned, bred and trained by Jim Lewis, 
the Bold Monarch filly won six of eight starts 
this year, earning over $60,000. 

Although Heartful made her debut in a 
$10,000 claimer, she moved up to stakes com¬ 


pany in her fifth start and promptly captured 
the Free State and Flirtation Stakes. Shipped 
to New York in April for the Prioress, she 
was beaten a nose while finishing second to 
Clear Copy. 

Heartful’s injury occurred in Pimlico’s $30,- 
000 Black-Eyed Susan Stakes in which she 
finished sixth as odds-on favorite. 

All Game Drops Dead 

Mrs. Ben Cohen’s promising Maryland-bred 
3-year-old All Game collapsed and died follow¬ 
ing a workout last month at the Liberty Bell 
race course. The colt had earned over $35,000 
in 12 starts. 

Winner of Pimlico’s Challedon Stakes and a 
close third to Jolly Johu in Pimlico’s Survivor 
Stakes, All Game earned a starting berth in the 
Preakness but performed poorly, finishing 
twelfth in a 13-horse field. 

Bred by Mrs. Cohen and trained by Charley 
Wahler, All Game was by Hail to All out of 
Good Game by Dead Ahead. Hail to All 
is best remembered for his triumph in Mrs. 
Cohen’s colors in the 1965 Belmont Stakes. 
Good Game was herself a stakes-placed winner 
of over $88,000. 

Inkslinger Fractures Leg 

Champion Maryland-bred steeplechaser Ink- 
slinger broke his right foreleg last month in 
the Grand Steeplechase de Paris at the Auteuil 
race course near Paris. 

Marty Sanger, owner of the 7-year-old geld¬ 
ing, said every effort will be made to save the 
horse’s life, even though his career as a steeple¬ 
chase performer can never be resumed. 

Voted champion Maryland-bred jumper 
during each of the past four years, Inkslinger 
has earned nearly $200,000 while racing in both 
this country and in Europe. 
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Mrs. Sanger purchased Inkslinger at the East¬ 
ern Fall Yearling Sales for $5,500 in 1968. 
The gelding, a son of Bronze Babu and Laurel 
Wreath, was bred by the Glade Valley Farm. 

His most notable triumph occurred in the 
1971 renewal of the $100,000 Colonial Cup 
held in Camden, S.C. 

In 1972 Inkslinger was shipped to Ireland 
where he joined the stable of trainer Dan 
Moore. 

Mrs. Sanger reports that Inkslinger sustained 
his injury while leading the field midway of 
the famed Paris steeplechase. Said the Mary¬ 
land sportswoman: "He was in front under a 
good hold and not even near a jump when it 
happened.” 

Diagnosis was a fracture of the cannon bone. 

Inkslinger is being treated by Dr. Claude 
Audebert at the National Stud in Normandy. 
Mrs. Sanger says the horse’s leg has been oper¬ 
ated on and that a pin has been inserted in the 
damaged area of the bone. She says it will be 
several months before it will be known whether 
the horse will become reasonably sound. 

Oliver Goldsmith Sells Leematt 

C. Oliver Goldsmith announced last month 
the sale of his $197,675 earner Leematt to 
R. J. Sherman of Wilkes-Barre, Pa. 

Bred by Goldsmith at his Longwood Farm 
in Howard county, Leematt won four stakes, 
including the $50,000 Carter Handicap and the 
$25,000 Toboggan Handicap in New York. 

The 6-year-old gray sprinter is by Turn to 
Reason out of Sun Rondeau by Bull Brier. His 
dam, Sun Rondeau, has also produced the 
stakes winners Uncle Willie M. and Red Monk. 

"We have a whole factory of Leematt’s 
bloodlines,” said Goldsmith in explaining the 
sale of the stallion. "We have his father, his 
mother with a full brother to him at her side, 
a sister and three half-sisters.” 


Mr. Goldsmith also disclosed that he has five 
or six mares in foal to Leematt as a result of 
breeding the horse this spring in between his 
race track appearances. 

Leematt, named for the Goldsmiths’ longtime 
employee LeRoy Matthews, was a stakes win¬ 
ner at 2, 3 and 4. He was stakes-placed last 
year at 5 and this year earned over $26,000 
while winning three allowance races. 

Cannonade's Dam Is In Foal 

Queen Sucree, dam of Kentucky Derby win¬ 
ner Cannonade, has been pronounced in foal 
to the Maryland stallion Northern Dancer who 
stands at E. P. Taylor’s Windfields Farm in 
Chesapeake City. Northern Dancer, winner of 
the Kentucky Derby and Preakness in 1964, 
stands for a fee of $25,000 with no guarantees. 
He was America’s leading sire in 1971. 

Owned by John M. 01 in, Queen Sucree is 
an 8-year-old daughter of *Ribot and Cosmah. 
She won one race in four starts, earning $3,925. 
Cannonade, a son of Bold Bidder, is her first 
foal.

Richard C. duPont’s Woodstock Farm in Chesa¬ 
peake City, T.V. Commercial stands for a live 
foal fee of $3,500. 

The stallion’s first stakes winner was It’s 
Freezing who accounted for the Tyros Stakes 
at The Curragh in Ireland. The stakes-placed 
runner was Commercial Pilot who finished 
second in the Lafayette Stakes at Keeneland.

Tommy Dukehart has been named Coordina¬ 
tor of Events for the 100th Preakness to be 
run next May. Dukehart joins the Pimlico 
staff with a strong background in sports pro¬ 
motion.

GENERAL 


Eleven years ago a 3-year-old maiden went 
to Saratoga and quickly won two races. His 
best effort was against non-winners of two 
races. He won that six-furlong test in 1:10 4/5 
and was never again to appear in a race. 

Would you give him much shot as a stallion? 

Even if he was by a champion and out of a 
champion? 

Well, his owner wasn’t exactly overwhelmed 
by the prospects for his future, either. But the 
pedigree was undeniably brilliant, and it isn’t 
every 3-year-old that wins in 1:10 4/5 at 
Saratoga. 

So he had to give him a chance, even if it 
was only a little one. 

That was how Restless Native came to enter 
the stud at Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Sagamore 
Farm in 1965 at a $500 live foal stud fee. 

Quite obviously, no stallion gets the best of 
mares when he’s standing for $500. But even 
the embarrassment of a $500 fee is better than 
becoming a gelding. 

Restless Native did the best he could with 
what he had to work with. 

His first crop consisted of 16 foals. Every 
single one of those foals became a winner, 
cumulatively earning over $600,000. One of 
them (Peace Corps) triumphed in two stakes 
and placed in seven other stakes. Another 
(Restless Tornado) placed in the Mother 
Goose. Two (Peace Corps and Native Comet) 
earned over $100,000. Six of the 16 foals went 
on to earn more than $30,000.

Naturally enough, when the quality of that 
first crop began to evidence itself, Restless 
Native’s stud fee was hiked. The revisions 
were as follows: $750 in 1966; $1,000 in 1967; 


$1,500 in 1968; $2,000 in 1969; $5,000 in 
1974. 

And now with the first half of 1974 in the 
record books, Restless Native stands alone as 
Maryland’s leading sire for the first six months 
of the year. He ranks 15th nationally with 
Twixt his biggest 1974 money winner at 
$108,139. 

What does farm manager Ralph Mcllvaine 
have to say about this 14-year-old gray son of 
Native Dancer and Next Move? 

’’There’s nothing much to say about him,” 
replies Ralph, ’’except to tell you that he’s 
healthy and in great shape. We bred him to 
45 mares this year and expect great things 
from next spring’s foal crop.” 
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Obviously, the higher the quality of mares 
bred to a stallion, the better his chances for 
producing a superior runner. And when the 
stud fee is $5,000, the mares are infinitely 
superior to the ones bred to a $500 stallion. 

Restless Native has clearly made it the hard 
way. 


After all, it wasn’t too many years back when 
Restless Native’s own sire, Native Dancer, was 
the kingpin in Maryland. 

Who would have ever thought that Native 
Dancer would eventually be succeeded by a 
horse who is eligible for non-winners of two 
other than maiden or claiming? □

Solo Landing 
Is Top Sire 
Of 2-Year-Olds 


Leading Maryland sire of 2-year-olds for 
the first half of the 1974 season was Guy H. 
Burt’s Solo Landing who was represented by 
five juvenile winners, including the brilliant, 
undefeated stakes-winning Hoso. 

The 10-year-old stallion stands at Glade 
Valley Farms near Frederick. He has four crops 
of racing age. 

Hoso, bred and originally raced by Mr. Burt, 
was sold to Roxie Gian this spring for a figure 
reported to be between $200,000 and $250,000. 
Hoso won her first start in Burt’s colors by 11 
lengths, equaling Hialeah’s track record. In her 
second, she won from colts at Hialeah. Her 
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third start was in Woodbine’s My Dear Stakes 
which she also won impressively. 

Unfortunately, the filly has developed a 
stifle problem and is not expected to race again 
until the Florida season next winter. 

With his progeny accounting for $38,481 in 
the first half of the year, Solo Landing (a son 
of First Landing and the Palestinian mare 
Darlin Patrice) holds a clear lead over Impres¬ 
sive who ranks second with $23,657. Impres¬ 
sive stands at E. P. Taylor’s Windfields Farm in 
Chesapeake City. 

In third position is Hickory with $23,229. 
This young Bold Ruler stallion has only six 
2-year-olds but one of them (Hickory Lick) 
accounted for a stakes race at Ak-Sar-Ben. 
Hickory stands at Dr. Ray Murphy’s Bowling 
Brook Farm in Middleburg, Md. 

Guy Burt’s young stallion Solo Landing 
has 5 juvenile winners, including 
undefeated, stakes-winning filly Hoso.

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1972 Foal Crop Statistics 


Allen F. Brewer, Jr. 

Reversing a trend which seemed unending, 
Thoroughbred foal production in North 
America declined in 1972, according to sta¬ 
tistics released last month by the sport’s gov¬ 
erning registration body, The Jockey Club. 

Foal production for 1972 (current 2-year- 
olds) totaled 24,133, compared to 25,397 in 
the peak year of 1971. 


Of the nation’s eight largest producing states, 
seven showed declines. The only one of the 
eight to report a slight increase was Florida. 

Maryland, although 42nd in size among the 
nation’s states, maintained its firm hold on 
fourth position. Maryland has ranked fourth 
since 1964, the year in which it passed Virginia. 

The state’s 1972 foal crop totaled 1,314 
compared to 1,355 in its record year of 1971. 

Also of interest is the fact that Kentucky 
has regained its position as the nation’s No. 1 
producer of Thoroughbreds. California moved 
past Kentucky with its 1971 foal crop but the 
figures on the 1972 foal crop reveal that 
normalcy has been regained with Kentucky 
now first and California second.

Devoted exclusively to horse literature, 
room in Bowie public library is named 
for the famous Belair Stud broodmare.

The Selima Room, tucked away in the 
Bowie branch of the Prince Georges County 
library system, houses some 2,500 volumes on 
horse racing, breeding, riding, veterinary 
science and anatomy. Librarian Susan Stephen¬ 
son serves as a willing and knowledgeable 
guide to this horse bonanza, which was begun 
in 1968 when the Laurel race course donated 
volumes it had been storing in a seldom-used 
room. 

The Bowie branch is an appropriate reposi¬ 
tory. The library stands on what was once part 
of the Belair Stud, the ''Cradle of American 
Racing,” which nurtured Omaha, Gallant Fox 
and, of course, Selima—the great foundation 
mare who was imported from England as a 
5-year-old in 1750. 

It’s no wonder that Washington columnist 
Andrew Beyer once referred to the Selima 
Room as "a horseplayer’s paradise.” The col¬ 
lection contains all that a body would need to 
chart a given horse’s breeding or his track 
career. 

"Were busiest,” Miss Stephenson reports, 
"when the racing season is on at Laurel and 
Bowie. We get a steady stream of breeders, 
trainers, jockeys and so on.” 

There is nothing in any United States public 
library system which can compare to the Selima 
Room, which is modeled on the larger private 
collection at Keeneland. Admittedly, a few of 
the volumes in the Selima Room can be had 
at the New York City public library or the 
Library of Congress, but at places like these 
access is limited. Though none of the materials 
in the Selima Room is lent out, one has only 
to sign the register in order to browse all day. 

The collection isn’t limited to the racing 
crowd, either. "We also get a lot of young kids

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who just come in to thumb through the maga¬ 
zines and books and look at horse pictures,” 
Miss Stephenson says. She notes, too, an in¬ 
creasing number of what she calls “the in- 
betweens.” 

“For example, we have veterinary books 
galore,” she says, “volumes that, they say, are 
sold only to veterinarians.” As a result, more 
and more readers are discovering that the 
Bowie branch is a great place for a preliminary 
diagnosis of a horse’s ills. 

“And we had a policeman in here recently,” 
Miss Stephenson says, “who was doing a paper 
on the use of horses in riot control.” The room, 
too, is a frequent stop for Girl Scout or 4-H 
Club tours. 

The only problem Miss Stephenson has en¬ 
countered to date is that of the Thoroughbred 
horse sold without pedigree. “People are under 
the misconception that I can trace the horse’s 
tattoo number,” she says. “I can’t. Now, if the 
owner has some idea of the horse’s name, I 
can help. Usually, though, he hasn’t.” 

Susan Stephenson, 26 years old, speaks of an 
early interest in horses and in pedigrees, though 


she rarely rides or goes to the races. “I hang 
over the rail at the Washington International,” 
she laughs, “and that’s about it.” When she 
was 15, someone gave her a subscription to 
The Blood-Horse. She was hooked. 

The opening at Bowie fortuitously coincided 
with the receipt of her degree in Library 
Science from the University of Wisconsin. 

Her devotion to duty is marked. “I was able 
to find just one copy of this book,” she says, 
holding up Helen Cathcart’s The Queen and 
the Turf. “I’d been wanting it for my personal 
collection for a long time. But I bought it 
instead for the Selima Room.” 

The library’s Selima Room budget is small. 
Miss Stephenson estimates that only $1,000 was 
spent on acquisitions last year. That limits the 
purchase of rare books, such as the oldest in 
the collection—a treatise on the anatomy and 
care of the horse entitled Markham's Master¬ 
piece, circa 1636. “It’s just as well,” she says. 
"This is a working library, one that we en¬ 
courage people to use. If they were to go 
paging through Markham's Masterpiece, I’d 
have cardiac arrest.”

TRAINING FOR THE FLAT 
Joe Hartigan 

Turf Newspapers Ltd.

The British Isles regularly outproduces the 
United States in the publication of books about 
horse racing; each year their list of trainer and 
jockey biographies and histories of the turf 
exceeds our output never less than 5 to 1. But 
previously—at least in this century—no one in 
the British Isles had bothered to write anything 
comparable to Preston Burch’s Training 
Thoroughbred Horses or Robert W. Collins’ 
Race Horse Training. With the exception of a 
gentlemanly memoir ( Training the Racehorse, 
by Lt.-Col. P. D. Stewart, DSO), the older 
English-speaking nation never got around to 
writing books of the how-to-do-it category like 
ours replete with stopwatch readings, quarts 
of oats, and other important details of this 
exacting occupation. 


With the appearance this year of Joe Harti- 
gan’s Training for the Flat, the above situation 
has been reversed. It is now clear that if a 
British trainer puts his mind to it he can pro¬ 
duce a treatise on the problems of his profes¬ 
sion that will be on a par with the above two 
Yankee volumes. Hartigan’s book is laced with 
facts and details of how a racehorse is pur¬ 
chased, broken, and trained in the old country. 
Starting off with advice on the necessity of 
keeping the prospective owner from getting 
"cold feet” when the bidding for the £2,000 
yearling gets up to £1,800, Hartigan finishes 
with a discussion on the merits of various 
training "gallops” (reaK estate) that British 
trainers must often lease and maintain at their 
own expense. In between, his chapters cover 
feeding, breaking, tack and training routines 
with enough eye for detail to suit the most 
pragmatic of American tastes. 

With the growth of international racing, 
particularly here in Maryland, Hartigan’s little 
pamphlet should be of interest to U. S. readers 
who want to know how things are done on the 
other side.

The majority of the advice in this book is 
based on a special report of Diseases of the 
Dorse published by the U.S.D.A. in 1890. In 
fact, Horsemen’s Veterinary Advisor contains 
direct passages and paraphrases from this gov¬ 
ernment edition originally written by such emi¬ 
nent veterinarians as Drs. Michener, Law, Har- 
bough and others. Most of the illustrations, in 
addition, are replicas of the 19th century version 
—well done with some plates even in color in 
the original—but losing a great deal of quality 
and doing little justice to the original artist, a 
Mr. Haines, when transposed to the Horsemen’s 
Veterinary Advisor. 

Unfortunately, acknowledgements of these 
facts are not made, and if the purpose of this 
book is to portray an account of ’’horse medi¬ 
cine” for its historical interest (as perhaps it 
should be), it does not come across that way. 
The reader may be led to believe that the 
'Advisor” arose from the author’s experience 
with equine ailments and remedies, particularly 
when it is stated on the cover that the book 


is ”a complete and reliable guide to the first 
aid and treatment of common ailments of horses 
by a well-known veterinary doctor.” Although 
there are allusions to some modern practices 
such as immunization procedures and the men¬ 
tion of antibiotics, the book mainly dwells on 
archaic principles and empirical treatments that 
have long since been surpassed by newer con¬ 
cepts of disease processes and therapeutic 
measures. 

There is some validity in advocating selected 
and time-proven remedies even if a scientific 
explanation is lacking. But to introduce a "new” 
book constructed mainly from "facts” gleaned 
from the 1800’s that is out of perspective with 
current thinking, may only serve to confound 
the unitiated reader.

EDITORIAL 


The Generals Both Resign 

It isn't hard to understand the feelings of both sides in the HBPA dispute which re¬ 
sulted in the resignations of director C. Oliver Goldsmith last month and president Henry 
Worcester earlier in the spring. Both men feel injured by the hostility they encountered 
at their board meetings and both regard their continued presence at those meetings as 
exercises in futility. 

Essentially, it comes down to this: Worcester and Goldsmith are owners. They think in 
terms of the entire Maryland industry. Their most vocal opponents were trainers who 
think in terms of day-to-day backstretch existence. 

It is, perhaps, not too much of an exaggeration to compare the two resignees to Army 
colonels or generals. They worked to achieve a victory in a war, knowing full well that 
casualties (for example, the demise of Marlboro) would occur. 

The trainers who shouted against Worcester and Goldsmith are the soldiers who 
suffered losses and failed to benefit from their president's strategy. 

The board battle within the HBPA was, then, essentially a trainer's understandable 
self-interest pitted against his leader's plan for an overall improvement within the 
Maryland industry. 

The result of this conflict is interesting-Worcester and Goldsmith won their battle in 
Annapolis despite the HBPA's internal dissension; but after winning they agreed that 
they had both had enough. So they quit. Now they say that they'll serve again, but only 
if they are given a new board.
